INDEPENDENT PLANTS BOOMED 


Good Wages and Protection Offered ; 


to Men Who Take Strikers' Places 


—Tho Market Is Overloaded With 


Uivo Stock. 


Chicago. Aug. 4.-—The threatened

than 48 hours, if the order cutting oft 
the supply of ice can be enforced, it 
means that the majority of the peo- ' 
pie in Chicago will be compelled to go j 
on short rations ari far as meat is i 
concerned. The officials of the team-! 
sters' union haye appointed pickers : 
to watch the meat markets all over I 
the city and these men have been in- ' 
sfmcled to see that the boycott is 1 
carried out 10 the limit. 
Outside of i 


the decision of the striking unions to 
extend the strike to t^e icemen there 
was little change in the situation at 
the stockyards. 
With their nesv em- 


ployes and those that have deserted 
the unions the packers managed to 
dispose of fully 50 per cent as much 
•work as is carried 'on under normal 
conditions. 
Less than 300 new em- 


ployes arrived at the various plants, 
this being the smallest number of 
strikebreakers received during any 
day since the employers decided to 
tiring outsiders to Chicago to break 
the strike. 
The packers declare that 


the reason for the small addition to 
their forces is that they art about 
through hiring workmen and are now 
choosing only the most skilled from 
.among 
new 
arrivals 
of 
workers. 


"While admitting that the packers are 
•doing 
considerable 
business, 
the 


strike leaders declare that the em- 
ployers are losing moftcy on every 
£Bimal that is slaughtered, as the un- 
skilled

products. It is on this waste that the 
strikers base their hopes for final 
•access, arguing tlmt it is only a mat- 
ter of time until the employers will 
become tired of losing money and 
•will eventually make overtures to the 
unions for a settlement.

During the campaign of Mnren- 
go in 1800 the handsome nnd talented 
GrassinI, one of Italy's famous singerr., 
appeared in a concert which -welcomed 
the conqueror to Milan.

Chefoo, Aug. 4.—The steamer TVu- 


cTiow, -which has just arrived here 
from Newchwang, brings furiber de- 
tails of the latest Japanese assault, on 
Port Arthur.

tno Wuchow picked up a junk cairy- 
ing seven men,, four women and 'one 
boy, who left Port Arthur.
